FREEDOM OF SPEECH.

The right of free speech and free 
publication is one of the fundamental 
principles of the constitution of the 
United States, but just how this right 
will operate toward the general good 
of the country in case of a prolonged 
and bitter foreign war remains to be 
seen. 
A writar of national prominence and 
unquestioned patriotism, a man learn­ 
ed In the law and withal possessing 
the common touch and the viewpoint 
of the average man, suggested in a 
thoughtful article recently in the Sat­ 
urday Evening Post that the people 
of the United States must be con­ 
tented. :n < r* e of such a war, to tem­ 
porarily forego such liberties as these 
In the interest of the country’s wel­ 
fare. 
To speculate on the possible evil 
effects of such a doctrine would ta-ce 
one far afield info the realm s of con­ 
jecture. 
But, viewed in the light of 
national expediency rather than in the 
light of personal Inconvenience, the 
suggestion is probably a gooa one. If 
it is put into practical effect it will 
not be the fault of the American peo­ 
ple as a whole because full-blooded 
Americans, taken by and large, are 
tly? most patriotic people in the world. 
They would scorn to be so vile aa to 
knowingly em barrass the country and 
they would be grieved at having un­ 
w ittingly put stumbling blocks in the 
way of the country’s m arch to a trium ­ 
phant victory over her enemies. 
If this system of a censorship over 
the news as well as a rigid ban over 
the mouthings of 
the 
discontented 
pacifists has perforce to be put into 
effect and the people forced to tem­ 
porarily lose their cherished right of 
free and full expression, it will be 
the fault of this sm all group of wil­ 
ful peace-at-any-prlce advocates and 
their brothers, the pro-German agita­ 
tors and propogandlsts. 
For how else may we deliver our­ 
selves from em barrassm ents if this 
highly efficiently organized group of 
professional pacifists—this little band 
of men who pose for political effect 
and the publicity It will give them in 
future political battles—keeps firing 
during the war its masked batteries 
of mud at Uncle Sam?
